A millworker has been convicted of 
^vliiatliug 111 Ibe Provost of Mussel- 
burgh. The imino of the miscreant is 
McWiitt, and full cletails of the ia- 
mantable afTair were given by the Pro- 
Toat at the Mussolburffh Police Court 
last^ week, when McWattwas charged 
before the Bailies on the bench with 
ths offence he had committed. It 
■■''''seems that on tlio evening of the 8th 
inst. the PrqTost was passing along 
the street near station bridge at Mub- 
selburgh, when ho met McWatt with 
••Hrtki^er young man. McWatt and 
hia companion both "commenced a 
loud whittling." The young man 
who joined in the outrage appears to 
have lied couscionce-stricken imme- 
diately after committing it, but Mc- 
Watt was Uft in the hands of an In- 
,..;i,^pQotor of Police, who happily was on 
the spot, and the Provost, with all the 
dignity of deportment to be expected 
in a local authority," went down street 
again." Will it be believed that later 
in the day McWatt, on meeting the 
Pi-ovo3l;, repeated the offence? On 
.,,,t}uE second occa.sion the Provost met 
" Sf cWatt face to face on the outskirts 
of a crowd returning from some races. 
McWatt "v/,is whistling at the pitch 
of his voice, as if," added the Provott, 
"to make raa knock him down." 

The Provost did not make this com- 
plaint .IS "Provost of the burgh." Ho 
T'lTBpoke, a^ he oxclainiod, "as a private 
citizo.T," maintaining "that this youth, 
who does not pay tares, had no right 
to insult a private citizen," and bo 
■ /"giiiltj of behavior likely to lead to 
"treach of the peace," or, in other 
words, calculated to provoke the Pro- 
vost to pitch into him.

ciied. .A.3 the dog had l^een tho con-

tagions nvattor as to rondor it a source 
of disoivso and death. Although it Ib 
only fail' to the dog to admit that tho 
Qhiidro.i may have caught the fever 
from othor sources than its wooly 
coat, yet there is roaqon to fear that 
botli dogs and cats, especially tho lat- 
• ter, do occasionally assist in the cir- 
■""'eulation of infei'tioiis illness, and 
where fover prevails tho sooner they 
are lodged out of the hoiiso the bet- 
ter. They are, however, prob;tbly 
not" more dangerous in this respect 
than books. No one who takes up a 
r book from tho library ever troubles 
himself qr herself as tq the antece- 
dents Qf tlfe yqlume; it iqay 'have just 
jeft t)ie h&^da of the fever patient.

The Tariff Question. 

The^questioQ of a modified tariff for 
Oolum\)ia did not die with the depiii turo 
of Mr. Bunstor for Ottawa! His man- 

tie vrould appear to have fallen on the 
Bouior moiuber for Lillooot.whowiU do 
well if he ahall prove as staunch and un- 

wonij'ing- an advocate of protection for 
tlio farmera. It lias been seen that 
Mr. Humphreys hiis lost no time in 
giving fail- warninjj of what ho pro- 
poses. The ground-work of tlio cluim 
put forvriu-il on behalf of the Province 
is good. It will bo romombored that 
kheoriginiil proposition of a choico be- 
tween retaining flie old tariff and ac- 
cepting the Cttuadian quo wan based 
upon the exco^jtioual condition wbich 
must procedo tho eatablishniout of 
railway communieatiou bctwoeu the 
two great oceans; and now that the 
eiceptional period has been oiluudud, 
nearly doubled, at the request and for 
the accommodation of the Dominion, 
nothing could bo more leasonable tluui 
that Canada should concede to Col- 
umbia onother opportunity, not, por- 

' haps, ol choosing between tho old 
tariff and tho exiating [Dominion 
one, but of substituting one which, 
"whilo lair to tho Dominion in a 
revenue point of view, would be bet- 
ter adopted to the present circumstan- 
ces and interests of the country than 
either. It is, however, impossible to 

. conceal the fact that Columbia has 
missed her most favorable opportuni- 
ty. Unquestionably tho most propiti- 
ous moment for ^pressing her claim for 
such a delicate concession was when 
Canada came to her, hat in band, ask- 
ing for relasalion of tho railway obli- 
gation,— certainly not no-.v, -when Ca- 
nada has obtainod all she sought, and 
in a way scarcely calculated to make 
her particularly nmiable towards her 
recalcitra:it Proviiico. During last 
Bunnuev we took acc."»Bion to point out 
that then was Columbia's opportunity 
to obtain atarififor any other comprom- 
ise; but tho opportunity was tl rown 
aw.ay by ]^Iinistci8 whose solo study 
appeared to be how to remain undis- 
turbed in tho onjoymeat of of- 
fice. The«e observations are not in- 
tended to discourage the present 
moTement, but simply to remind the 
public of the eroldenjojiportunity lost. 
There is one feature 01 the ])reaniblo 
to the Kesolution placed on tho notice 
paper the policy of which we must be 
permitted to question. Wo refer to 
the expressioa of doubl in respect to 
tho bona fides of tho Doiiunion Gov- 
ernment — scarcely adiiiissihlo in the

Ai-uhdeacon 
JliUthiaa to ollioiato as his lofum ttnrni, 
taking the entire charge of the parish. 
Under tlie agreement Mr. Matthias was 
to othciate for a twelve month and lire nt 
tho rectory.

Mr, Matthias refused to givo up tho ap- 
pointment, and tho bulk of tho congre- 
gation appear to have sympothized with 
liiin, but tlio Bishop would not alter his 
ilo<'ision.

Cotton planting at Q'ahiti, which at 
one time was so successful, has jiroved 
a failure, and the extensive plantation, 
located at Papeete, including its large 
tract ot the richest land on the island, 
its numerous buildings, with the ma- 
chinery, etc., has lately been sold for 
somewhat less than ?1GO,000. Former- 
ly nearly 2,000 persons were emploj'ed 
on tho estate. 

The same causes hare resulted in 
destroying this business in the Haw- 
aiian Islands, and no cotton is now 
raised hero. Tho same result is be- 
ing rajiidly brought about in Fiji, 
where ton years ago the exports of 
sea-island cotton amounted to ab^)ut 
half a million of dollars annually. 
There all the cotton estates are now 
being turned into sugar plantations as 
fast as the capital ninl machinery can 
be introduced, and the change' will, 
no doubt, result in profit to tbe pro- 
prietors.
